Toronto , Ont., Aug. 3.—One of the most 
destructive fires that have ever taken place 
in Toronto commenced about 12;3G this 
m orning in the largo brick building erected 
by the Toronto Eugar lieDning company, on 
the E iplaiiada 
A strong wind was blowing from the east, 
and carried chunks of burning tim ber along 
the Esplauadu, igniting wooden buildings as 
far west as five or six blocks. 
In a short time nothing was left of the 
sugar refinery but the walls and smoke­ 
stack. 
The buildings of Eaulter, 
Evans, 
Ueakes, Gunsellos, and Ibbotson, all boat- 
buildors; ileid & Co. and W elch 
Co., 
lum ber m erchants; Currie, M artin 6c Co., 
boilermakers, and other buildings are in 
flamea 
Unless the wind changes the whole south 
side of the Esplanade will have to succumb. 
Sparks are flying and lodging ou the roofs 
of the large warehouses on Front and W ell­ 
ington streets, and fears are entertained 
that several o f them may take fire. 
The fire brigade are, and have been, w ork­ 
ing m anfully, but their efforts seem power- 
le« y. 
The streets are lined w ith thousands of 
people. 
The loas will be enormous. 
Two schooners are burned to the w ater’s 
edge. 
The fire is now half a mile in length. 
3:45 a. m .—The work of destruction on 
the Esplanado still goes on, the flames hav­ 
ing reached tho foot of Yonge street, all the 
intervening buildings and w arves having 
been burnt to the ground. 
The G reat W estern freight sheds, 
for­ 
m erly the pa^enger station, on tho no rth 
side of the Esplanade, are in im m inent 
lunger, and are expected to be in flames 
every m om ent 
The steam er Chioora is getting up steam 
to go out into the lake. 
The steam er O ntario got up steam and be­

tion being divulged only to tenants.
